land. With a real desire to 
visit the more rural areas, 
she spent time in New¬ 
foundland and Labrador 
whilst in Canada, although 
she did gain a more metro¬ 
politan experience in 
Montreal. 

Music plays an impor¬ 
tant role in Tess’ life. On 
arriving in the county 
town, one of her first 
moves was to join the 
Choral Society. She now 
also sings with the Occa¬ 
sional Singers and the 
Barn Choir. She is an ac¬ 
complished recorder 
player, performing with 
the long-standing group 
Serendipity, and although 
a busy mayoral year may 
limit her public appear¬ 
ances with these groups, 
her support for them will 
continue. 

In the 1980s Tess was 
actively involved with the 
local Campaign for Nu¬ 
clear Disarmament group, 
during which time she be¬ 
came a Quaker. This is yet 
another important and 
very personal part of her 
life, and for the last two 


years she has been clerk of 
the local Dorchester 
Quaker meetings. 

She is involved with the 
Dorchester Opportunity 
Group, and in her role as a 
town councillor is their 
representative at the 
Dorchester Community 
Nursery School and on the 
Dorchester Area Partner¬ 
ship. 

Twinning is another of 
Tess’ passions, and she 
very much values the vis¬ 
its she has made to the 
twin towns of Bayeux and 
Lubbecke with the Choral 
Society and other local or¬ 
ganisations. She would 
love to see twinning open 
up to the younger age 
groups and forge more 
sporting and musical links 
with all three twin towns. 
Tess said: “I feel it is im¬ 
portant for all of us, espe¬ 
cially our young people, to 
experience other countries 
and discover how their 
local communities work.

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Police seek fail to stop driver 


POLICE are appealing for wit¬ 
nesses and anyone with any infor¬ 
mation to come forward following 
a fail to stop road traffic collision 
in Winterbourne Abbas, near 
Dorchester. 

The collision, involving a small 
white van and a red Peugeot 307, 
happened along the A35, at the 
junction with Muckleford Lane in 
Winterbourne Abbas, at around 
5.40pm on Tuesday, May 3rd. 

The white van failed to stop. 

The sole occupant of the Peu¬ 
geot, a 44-year-old Winterbourne 
Abbas woman, sustained whiplash 


injuries. She was treated at Dorset 
County Hospital. 

Police Constable Terry Swain, of 
Dorset Police’s traffic unit, said: 
“The Peugeot, which was travel¬ 
ling west, overturned as a result of 
the collision. 

“The white van failed to stop and 
continued to head in the direction 
of Winterbourne Steepleton. 

“Witnesses have described the 
van as a courier-type vehicle, 
which was possibly sign-written. 

“I am appealing for anyone with 
any information about the driver or 
the vehicle to contact me at the 


earliest opportunity. 

“I would urge the driver to call 
the police - it’s important that we 
find out exactly what happened.” 

The A35 was closed in both di¬ 
rections for around two hours as a 
result of the collision.

JON Halewood, Chair¬ 
man of the Dorchester 
and District Crime Pre¬ 
vention Panel, paid a 
visit to the recent Farm¬ 
ers’ Market held on 
Poundbury, to give out 
information on crime 
prevention and demon¬ 
strate some of the many 
products available to as¬ 
sist in personal safety and 
the protection of prop¬ 
erty. 

Working alongside Jon 
was PCSO Sarah Hart, a 
member of the Safer 
Neighbourhood Team 
and a familiar face to 
local residents. 

There are many ways in 
which both personal 
safety and the safeguard¬ 
ing of property can be en¬ 
hanced, and this does not 
necessarily cost an arm 
and a leg. 

Purse safety chains 
were given away free of 
charge to local shoppers, 
whilst other products 
were available for visi¬ 
tors to try out, the noisi¬ 
est of which was the 
purse alarm.

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Lib Dems dominate town but 
lose seats in district election 


MORE than half the electorate 
voted in Dorchester to make the 
town council almost predomi¬ 
nately Liberal Democrat. 

Only in the east ward, where 
Tamara Loakes was the new face 
to be voted onto the town council 

- saw turnout drop below 50 per 
cent (49.8 per cent). 

The May 5th elections now mean 
there will be 18 Lib Dem, one rep¬ 
resentative from the conservatives 
and one independent councillor sit¬ 
ting on the council. 

Lurther new faces to be elected 
were Vivienne Allan (Conserva¬ 
tive) and David Taylor (Lib Dem) 
who prevented Leonard Heath tak¬ 
ing a seat on the north ward after 
his failed attempt to switch from 
his previous west ward seat. 

Karen Armitage (Lib Dem) and 
David Roberts (Lib Dem) were 
successful in the west ward. 

Victoria Waddington-Black, hav¬ 
ing changed to a Labour candidate, 
failed to regain her seat as Lib 
Dem councillor Gareth Jones 
stepped into her seat in the south 
ward.

■ THE Conservatives have 
strengthened their grip on West 
Dorset District Council despite 
fierce competition in the local elec¬ 
tions over their plans for million- 
pound new offices in Dorchester. 

The Tories increased their num¬ 
ber of seats from 28 to 32 with the 
Liberal Democrats, who are oppos¬ 
ing the move to a new site in 
Charles Street, losing three seats. 

But one opponent of the council 
office move, Dorchester town crier 
Alistair Chisholm, standing as an 
Independent, did strike a blow to 
the Conservatives in the Charmin- 
ster and Ceme Valley ward by tak¬ 
ing one of their seats. After 
winning his seat, Mr Chisholm 
vowed to call the council to ac¬ 
count during his four-year term. 

Council leader Robert Gould, 
who has been heavily criticised 
over the plan for new offices, re¬ 
tained his seat in Queen Thorne 
with a substantial majority. 


Council chairman Ronald 
Coatsworth also retained his seat in 
Bradpole.

■ THIS issue affects everyone 
from Sherborne to Bridport, 
Beaminster and Lyme Regis in 
council taxes we'll pay. 

Opposition to the Charles Street 
offices was evidenced strongly in 
Dorchester by seven of the eight 
Lib Dem councillors winning with 
more votes than 2007, also win¬ 
ning 18 of 20 Town seats, and by 
the Independent 'Stop Council 
Offices Now'candidate extraordi¬ 
narily topping the West Dorset 
District Council's 

Charminster/Cerne poll. 

Two new campaign issues 
emerged: 

At a public meeting with devel¬ 
oper Simons, June 2010, Simons' 
director Mark Newton said their 
'preference' was to proceed with 
the offices included, but added 
that offices being left-out 


wouldn't necessarily preclude Si¬ 
mons from building the shops if 
there were enough lettings, and 
economic conditions allowed it. 

It's therefore entirely untrue that 
the Charles Street offices are a 
necessary pre-condition for shops 
development... a finding with 
major implications. 

Secondly, the planned offices 
are six-and-a-half times as long as 
they're wide! 

This massive amount of walling 
- experts say - is distinctly energy 
inefficient - heat escapes out of 
the walls more easily and cold 
penetrates in more easily. 

If WDDC decides to build with 
this 'thin' shape, it'll fail to max¬ 
imise savings for West Dorset resi¬ 
dents over every year of the next 
70 years. 

I've written to Mr Clarke and re¬ 


ceived a reply pointing to one of 
the industry's energy assessment 
systems, BREEAM. 

Most houses in Poundbury actu¬ 
ally have BREEAM Excellence sta¬ 
tus, and new offices will 
encompass many improvements. 

But you can still get BREEAM ex¬ 
cellence status with a relatively in¬ 
efficient original shape. 

I've asked Mr Clarke what the 
on-cost over 70 years will be for 
selecting one, and kindly to reply 
on this specific shape issue, not on 
BREEAM generally. 

For WDDC to proceed relatively 
inefficiently would surely be to 
breach WDDC's duty to the com¬ 
munity.

Results reinforce council office opposition 


■ FOLLOWING recent council elections it was in¬ 
teresting to see clear trends emerging, showing 
that seven out of the eight elected district coun¬ 
cilors representing Dorchester are opposed to 
new council offices. Only Councillor Barrett (Ind 
West Dorset Group), the title a contradiction in 
terms in itself, is in favour of the proposed new of¬ 
fices. 

Considering the Lib-Dem vote nationally went 
down spectacularly, in West Dorset (and Dorch¬ 
ester in particular) it held up well because of the 
opposition to the new offices. 

In Charminster and the Cerne Valley, the Chair¬ 
man of the Development Control Committee was 
unseated by an outside Independent who came 
from nowhere and polled over 900 votes. More 
votes than either of the two sitting conservative 
councilors, showing clearly again the strength of 
feeling amongst local people against the develop¬ 
ment of new council offices at the behest of the 
Charles Street developer. 


In Dorchester, town councilors opposed to the 
new office development rose from 17 to 18, leav¬ 
ing only two, again Councillor Barrett and Coun¬ 
cillor Vivienne Allen (Conservative) in favour.These 
results show Dorchester to be even more solidly 
opposed to the development of new council of¬ 
fices on Charles Street than ever. 

However, the Leader of WDDC tries to present 
the results of the local election as giving him a 
mandate from the electorate to proceed with the 
new council office on Charles Street. 

The fact remains that the only seats gained in 
West Dorset for the Conservatives were because 
of the split vote between the Lib-Dems and 
Labour. Isn't it time to look again at these under¬ 
lying trends and respect the wishes of the elec¬ 
torate and residents of Dorchester and 
demonstrate Localism in the county town?

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Dedication service 
for Dorsets' memorial 


A SPECIAL service was held to dedi¬ 
cate a new memorial honouring the sol¬ 
diers of the Dorset Regiment who died 
during the Battle of the Somme. 

Present at the event were many former 
soldiers of the Devon and Dorset Regi¬ 
ment (as the Dorsets became in 1958) 
as well as some relatives of those men 
who served in World War I and young 
Cadets. 

The memorial will stand not just for 
those who died on the Somme but also 
the Territorials and Yeomanry who 
fought and died elsewhere on the West¬ 
ern Front in France, in the Middle East 
and in Mesopotamia. 

A Committee of volunteers, supported 
by the Dorset and South Wilts Branch 
Western Front Association, who meet in 
Pimperne, organised the appeal, which 
raised more than £23,000, most of it do¬ 
nated by individuals and organisations 
throughout Dorset. 

The memorial will be a much needed 
focus for all those families and school 
groups from Dorset who visit the West¬ 


ern Front. 

On the morning of 1st July 1916, 350 
young men from the Dorset Regiment 
were killed in a field near the French 
village of Authuille. 

It was the first morning of the Battle 
of the Somme - the infamous and dis¬ 
astrous battle of the First World War. 
The total number of casualties on day 
one of the battle was 60,000 - 19,000 
died. 

In all, more than 4,500 of Dorset’s 
young men were killed in the Great 
War, another 16,000 survived, many 
living with terrible injuries. 

In the 95 years since there have been 
many memorials erected in France and 
elsewhere - but never one to the 
Dorsets. 

Local company Stoneform, based at 
Bockhampton near Dorchester, were 
commissioned to build an obelisk in 
Portland stone. 

On the base of the obelisk is that fa¬ 
mous quotation from Thomas Hardy 
“Victory crowns the just”.

JOINT project by the Royal British 
Legion (RBL) and Dorchester Citi- 
Lzens’ Advice Bureau (CAB) to help 
serving and former service personnel is 
being hailed a success. 

The project is a partnership funded by the 
RBL and the Royal Air Force Benevolent 
Fund and run with several CABs to provide 
money and benefits advice to serving Armed 
Forces personnel, veterans and their depen¬ 
dants. 

The project funds a team of advisors in 
CABs across the country for three years. 
Dorchester-based RBL Benefit and Money 
Advisor, Christine Land, said her caseload 
has doubled as a growing number of eligible 
clients turn to the CAB and the RBL for help 
with problems. 

Caseworkers Christine and Suzy Cooke, 
who are based in Christchurch, offer a ded¬ 
icated service for clients all over Dorset who 
are entitled to help from the RBL. 

Christine, a trained member of the Dorch¬ 
ester CAB staff, said former and serving 
members of the Army, Royal Navy or RAF 
face more problems than ever before. Since 
the launch of the project in October, 2008 
she has seen 394 separate clients and 
achieved £568,658 in benefits for them and 
had £1,291,032 in debts written off. 

Christine said: “My target for last quarter 
was to take on 27 new cases - in fact, I had 
59. If we had the funding I think we could 
do ten times the work. 

“We deal with a wide range of clients from 
soldiers serving in Afghanistan to widows of 
Second World War veterans. 

“They have problems including debt, ben¬ 


efit claims and housing that CAB experts 
can help with and the RBL can offer addi¬ 
tional support and advice.” 

She added: “We tend to think of Dorset as 
a fortunate place to live but underneath the 
beautiful setting, life can be very hard in¬ 
deed for many people. 

“There is poverty and deprivation as well 
as wealth in this county. It’s also an area that 
has a lot of service personnel and their fam¬ 
ilies. Many of my clients are in Weymouth 
and Portland though my patch stretches 
from Lyme Regis to Shaftesbury and across 
to the Purbecks.” 

Dorchester CAB manager Daniel Cadisch 
said: “This project has been a great success. 
Current funding continues until September 
and I am confident it will continue. 

“It is a good example of two charities 
teaming up to provide an extra service to 
people who badly need help to solve their 
problems.”

Case study 

Christine Land was contacted by a 33- 
year-old soldier who had returned from duty 
in Afghanistan. 

His youngest child suffered from a medical 


condition and needed special treatment. 

The soldier wanted to know what help 
Christine - as the RBL benefits and mone¬ 
tary advisor and a trained member of the 
Dorchester CAB staff - could offer to his 
family, especially when he was next re-as- 
signed for active duty. 

Christine visited the family and discovered 
they were entitled to additional benefits 
which would greatly ease their financial 
pressures and the stress that this causes. 

She was able to provide information about 
local support groups that could assist the 
family further in their understanding of their 
child’s condition. 

She was also able to assist in arranging for 
a Royal British Legion grant to help with the 
family’s travel costs to the Great Ormond 
Street Children’s Hospital in London for the 
child’s treatment. 

With the father now on duty, the mother is 
less burdened by the strain and worries she 
had experienced before her husband turned 
to Dorchester CAB to ask for help. 

■ DORCHESTER CAB is a registered 
charity that has been running since 1968. 

It is based at Acland Road in Dorchester. 
Its services are free to clients and it relies on 
grants and donations for income. 

The Bureau hosts the Dorset Macmillan 
Cancer CAB Service to help anyone affected 
by cancer and their families and carers. It 
also has a partnership with the MS Society. 

The Bureau gives advice face to face, over 
the telephone or via email inquiries. 

It has outreaches at GP surgeries in Pud- 
dletown, Bere Regis, Crossways and 
Maiden Newton and Chickerell Town Hall. 
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Pool refurbishment project a swimming success

The official opening ceremony was at¬ 
tended by the Mayor of Dorchester, Coun¬ 
cillor Leslie Phillips, and his wife Vonty, 
along with national and international 
swimming and biathlon champions from 
the Tornadoes Swimming Club on Port¬ 
land. 

Following the ribbon-cutting ceremony, 
Headmaster Andrew Roberts-Wray 
bravely, and rather impressively, dived into 
the pool, declaring that it was warmer in 
than out. 

This newly refurbished pool will provide 
the children with even greater opportuni¬ 
ties to learn to swim, and will be extended 
to all the local Dorchester Area Partnership 
Schools. Sunninghill also hopes to provide 
holiday activities based around the pool for 
the wider community.

£7,000. 

PTFA representative Ali Lewis said: “We 
all feel a tremendous sense of achievement 
at seeing the refurbished pool opened.

“And with the Olympics fast approach¬ 
ing, this is one way in which we at Sun¬ 
ninghill can enhance the opportunities 
available to our children.”

RECESS IS NO HOLIDAY! 


a Y WORK in 
London in¬ 
volves walking 
once or twice a day be¬ 
tween the Cabinet Office 
and Parliament. 

This trip normally con¬ 
sists of a very pleasant, al¬ 
beit busy, walk down 



Start your own 
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Whitehall and into the 
Palace of Westminster, 
soaking up the buzz of 
what some call the 
Westminster bubble. 

However, when tak¬ 
ing this trip in the week 
after Easter, I noticed 
something was differ¬ 
ent. Whilst the build¬ 
ings remained the 
same, the atmosphere 
had changed. The buzz 
of the bubble had mel¬ 
lowed. Parliament was 
in recess. 

With no bills in the 
House to debate, 
amend or pass and no 
committees on which 
to sit, Parliament takes 
an official break for 
several weeks, several 
times a year and Parlia¬ 
ment has a very differ¬ 
ent feel. 

It struck me how 
strange recess must 
seem to somebody un¬ 
familiar with the work¬ 
ing of our Parliament, 
and the duties of our 
MPs. 

Tour groups walking 
in and around the 
Palace of Westminster 
could be forgiven for 
thinking that our Par¬ 


liament was in fact a 
museum, a govern¬ 
mental relic of time 
gone by. 

The very idea that the 
eerily quiet corridors 
and chambers through 
which they stroll are in 
fact at the heart of the 
world’s sixth largest 
economy must seem 
extremely bizarre. 

These individuals, as 
well as the wider pub¬ 
lic, can also be for¬ 
given for asking the 
question - what do 
MPs actually do during 
recess? 

Connotations of the 
term ‘recess’ are things 
like time off, relaxing 
and, perhaps, holiday. 

Some commentators 
in the press would have 
you believe that these 
connotations are the re¬ 
ality. 

I, and many of my 
colleagues, would cat¬ 
egorically disagree. 

Whilst I can’t speak 
for all MPs, I can con¬ 
fidently say that most, 
if not all, are working 
just as hard during re¬ 
cess as when the 
House is sitting. 


For backbenchers, in¬ 
stead of sitting on com¬ 
mittees or speaking in 
the House, time is 
spent in the con¬ 
stituency office, deal¬ 
ing with constituency 
correspondence and 
developing their 
thoughts on the causes 
they stand for, perhaps 
strategies on how best 
to achieve their aims. 

For members of the 
Government, like my¬ 
self, recess means, to a 
surprisingly large ex¬ 
tent, life as normal. 

My recess week day 
still consists of much 
of the same - early 
morning constituency 
correspondence, fol¬ 
lowed by a full day of 
ministerial duties, and 
a night cap of work on 
the papers in my ‘box’, 
whilst my weekends 
are spent in West 
Dorset doing more of 
the same, none of 
which (I must add) 
would I change. 

As I concluded my 
stroll to my parliamen¬ 
tary office, my 
thoughts led me to beg 
a question - recess... 
what recess!

HIS week’s chal¬ 
lenge was one any 
driver would 
dread. Worse than your 
car insurance renewal, 
worse even than the sharp 
intake of breath from a 
car mechanic before he 
gives you a quote - this 
week I was forced to re¬ 
take my driving test. 

For the first time I 
began to regret the “no 
challenge refused” ele¬ 
ment of this column. 

Taking me through this 
traumatic experience was 
driving instructor Tim 
Gudgion, of ‘Tim’s Driv¬ 
ing School’ based in 
Dorchester. 

Tim is a very friendly 
guy and most importantly 
a relaxed and patient in¬ 
structor, which I imagine 
comes from his 20 years 
of teaching young adults 
and his degree in psy¬ 
chology. 

The price of fuel and 
the ever-increasing com¬ 
petition makes it difficult 
for every instructor in 


Dorchester but Tim is 
clearly passionate about 
his job and about getting 
results. He prides himself 
on his 91 per cent first 
time pass rate for his stu¬ 
dents last year. 

Tim’s car, a three-year- 
old Renault Clio, is also a 
dream to drive. I’m sure 
his students hate saying 
goodbye to it as they 
transfer to their own old 
banger which can only 
drive in three gears, has 
the heater stuck on full 
and costs £2,000 to insure 
despite the fact it can’t go 
above 30mph except 
downhill. 

We have all been there 
and we all have tales of 
our own experiences, but 
it is surprising how the 
test has developed in just 
four short years. 

Students in Dorchester 
now have to master the 
bay park and complete an 
independent driving sec¬ 
tion on their test, not to 
mention tackling the 
newly expanded round¬ 


abouts and the ever-in- 
creasing Poundbury de¬ 
velopment. 

I can only imagine how 
much the test has changed 
in the 30 years since my 
parents took it, they were 
probably checking their 
blind spot for oncoming 
Penny Farthings! 

Now, as much as we all 
like to think we are great 
drivers, that doesn’t mean 
we are test ready drivers. 

A short recap lesson 
with Tim before my mock 
test was spent mainly 
being reminded to check 
my mirrors. I wasn’t 
stalling the car as much as 
I did four years ago but 
when asked to parallel 
park or reverse around a 
corner I was suddenly 
back in the mind set of 
my 17-year-old self, 


palms sweaty and hands 
shaking. 

With a recap complete 
we moved onto the test. It 
started badly and got pro¬ 
gressively worse. The two 
vehicle check questions 
were the first to catch me 
out before we’d even 
pulled off. 

“How do you check 
your brakes are work¬ 
ing?” and “How do you 
check the tread depth on 
your tyres?” The answer 
is not “Ask dad”, al¬ 
though it has never failed 
me. 

With the questions in¬ 
correctly answered I 
pulled away and we were 
off. 

Like every learner 
driver I tried to concen¬ 
trate on the road but my 
peripheral vision was 


very much aware of Tim’s 
pen working away on my 
test report. 

I felt it was going well 
until manoeuvre time. 
Tim decided to test me out 
on the dreaded reverse 
park, always my least 
favourite. 

My first attempt was 
misjudged so I pulled out 
and began the manoeuvre 
again - a fail. You may 
make adjustments but you 
cannot go back to the start 
of the manoeuvre. 

Oblivious to this I car¬ 
ried on and completed the 
independent section of my 
test and returned to 
Poundbury, where the 
new test centre is based. 

The result? Fail, with 
two majors and six mi¬ 
nors. The second major 
was for lane discipline on 


a roundabout after I cut 
up a white van man. In 
fairness, he probably de¬ 
served it. 

My minors were mainly 
for checking my mirrors, 
which they are militant 
about. 

Overall it was a harrow¬ 
ing experience from 


which I emerged rela¬ 
tively unscathed, I look 
forward to all your sarcas¬ 
tic comments in the 
weeks to come. 

On a serious note, as an 
experienced driver it’s 
easy to get frustrated 
when you find yourself 
stuck behind a learner 


driver but try to remem¬ 
ber what it was like and 
spare a thought for them. 

Learning to drive is an 
increasingly difficult and 
expensive task and if 
you’re being honest, 
would you want to do it 
all again?

History of the Oakroom 


The Monmouth Rebellion 

The Duke of Monmouth 
landed at Lyme Regis on the 
11th June 1685 to challenge 
King James' claim to the 
throne, following the death of 
Charles II. He assembled an 
army in excess of 3000 men 
and marched to Sedgemoor in 
Somerset. 

He was defeated by the 
King's army in less than a 
month. Around 1300 were 
taken prisoner. Five Judges 
came to Dorchester with the 
infamous Judge Jeffreys, 
whose reputation was that of 
the'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685, 312 
cases were heard in the Oak- 
room at the rear of the Ante¬ 
lope Hotel; of these 292 were 
sentenced to death. Only 74 
were executed, with 175 trans¬ 
ported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were dis¬ 
charged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his 
eye on promotion - was later 


made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and 
William of Orange landed in 
Torbay, Jeffreys was captures 
and imprisoned in the Tower 
of London. He died in 1689 
while awaiting trial, probably 
of natural causes. Rumours at 
the time said he has been poi¬ 
soned while in the Tower and 
that his body had been re¬ 
turned to Dorchester and 
walled up in the Courtroom - 
now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak pan¬ 
elled room has been carefully 
restored to maintain its char¬ 
acter and original features. 

Today it is called The Oak¬ 
room and is a delightful tea¬ 
room, with a peaceful, tranquil 
atmosphere, replicating the 
style and service of a Lyons 
Corner House. 

The Oakroom of today 
serves a variety of light 
meals throughout the day, 
lunches and of course, 
Dorset Clotted Cream Teas.

Spotlight on Eliza Earthy 


ELIZA Carthy is undoubtedly one of the most impressive and engaging 
performers of her generation. Twice nominated for the Mercury Prize and 
winner of innumerable other accolades over a 15 year career, Eliza has 
performed and recorded with a diverse array of artists including, Paul Weller, 
Rufus & Martha Wainwright, Nick Cave, Patrick Wolf and Bob Neuwirth. 

More than most, Eliza Carthy has revitalised folk music and captured the most 
hardened of dissenters with intelligent, charismatic and boundary-crossing per¬ 
formance. 

Eliza grew up immersed in the world of traditional music. She still divides her 
time between touring and recording with her legendary parents, Martin Carthy 
and Norma Waterson, as well as engaging in numerous pioneering solo and 
band projects, including work with Pere Ubu and Melanie Challenger, an artist 
in residence in Antarctica. 

Her new album Neptune was released on Monday. Recorded at Castle Studios, 
Edinburgh and co-produced by Dave Wah and Eliza Carthy, Neptune is the solo 
follow up to 2008's Dreams of Breathing Underwater and the first record to be 
released through her own label, HemHem Records. 

Last year's album Gift (a collaboration with her mother Norma Waterson), re¬ 
ceived widespread critical acclaim and picked up'Best Album'and'BestTradi¬ 
tional Track'accolades at the BBC Radio 2 Folk Awards. Having recently toured 
with folk collective The Imagined Village, Carthy embarks on shows with her 
own band this week - she plays Bridport Arts Centre on Friday. 

"This album is a step on from the'Ben-Hur-style, everything with extra horse, 
seven years to make approach'we had to the last one,"explains Eliza. 

"Me and my lovely, talented and stylish band in a room playing together, like 
the Romans did, in a couple of weeks. Ah, the good old days." 

"Neptune relates to an astrological reading I had done by a friend of the fam¬ 
ily," recalls Eliza. 

"The material on the album is ordered chronologically and is about the last 
ten years of my life. It's a story about ending relationships and beginning new 
ones with their own imperfections, and is about the thought that nothing is 
perfect, even when written in the stars. I'm still an old romantic though and par¬ 
tial to odd quotes from old television programmes." 

Displaying Carthy's trademark eclectic flair and lush vocals, Neptune is brim¬ 
ming with poignant observations on British life. 

"'Britain Is A Car Park' is a song that imagines a near and possible future where 
we from our tiny island have all moved to Spain, and left our cars behind to be 
looked after by people who can't afford to move to Spain... then we all enjoy 
the unique local food, with chips, naturally." 

So the new album's out this week. What can people expect from it? 

Me and my band being lovely. We hope. Poetry and humour out of dark 
times. 

How different is it working on a solo album than it is to 
collaborating with, say, your mum and dad? 

It's nice being able to make an album and go out looking like this. 

Did you ever feel any pressure to live up to your parents' reputation 
when you decided to make a career out of music? 

Absolutely. I try to be a bit nicer to myself these days though. You can only do 
your best. 

You're at the start of a new tour. What've you got planned for it? 

Any surprises? 

The new material is fun to play, so just that. We've been working on the 
strings, the fiddle, bass and cello. It's rather beautiful.

The evening is always a lively 
affair and finishes with a supper. 

An excellent social program operates throughout the 
year with delicious meals served by our regular caterers 
whilst a well stocked bar is run by our regular barman 
Mike.

AFTER a disappointing season 
by Bob Buckler's standards, the 
new national hunt year has 
seen a huge improvement in 
fortune for the Henley yard.

"It was almost effortless and 
he jumped really well against a 
better class of runners," said 
Buckler who confirmed he may 
next go in a handicap chase on 
the same course on May 20th 
providing the handicapper is 
not too harsh on him following 
his win. 

Cullahill also had an easy vic¬ 
tory at Wincanton last Thursday 
in the three horse Holbrook 


House Restaurant & Spa Handi¬ 
cap Chase over the same dis¬ 
tance at Wincanton last 
Thursday despite ripping off a 
front shoe. 

This made the nine-year-old 
jump badly to the right particu¬ 
larly over a lot of the fences, 
particularly over the last three 
resulting in an unfortunate 
coming together with Cashel 
Blue with whom he was vying 
for the lead, who lost all his mo¬ 
mentum. 

Cullahill kept going however 
to win by 16 lengths and incur 
a 131b penalty from the handi¬ 
capper. 

"It was most unfortunate, but 


I think he had the better of the 
other horse by then and would 
have won regardless. 

Having ripped the shoe off, he 
would have been trying to pro¬ 
tect his foot as he landed and 
resulted in him jumping to the 
right." 

Incredibly Mister Matt also 
ripped off a front shoe in the 
Jared Young Memorial Handi¬ 
cap Chaseover 2Vi miles at 
Plumpton on Sunday which 
may have been the reason for a 
very poor show of jumping, and 
whilst he finished third 516 
lengths behind Colin Tizzard's 
Health Is Wealth, he would 
surely have been closer, if not 


won the race had he been 
sound. 

Buckler said: "He jumped ap¬ 
pallingly, and we don't know 
why. He came home with a cut 
on the heel of the front leg with 
the ripped shoe which indicates 
it was probably self-inflicted by 
his rear leg striking it. 

"He's a quite capable jumper, 
but the winner is an improving 
horse so whether he would 
have won the race is debatable, 
but he would have certainly 
been a lot closer." 

Most horses have now been 
turned out for the summer, but 
next week Buckler gives his 
thoughts on last season.
